These stories will be far flung 
and much more fully reported than will 
the final verdict. 

The writer has the respect for courts 
and law enforcing officers that will not 
allow such frank discussion of the situa- 
tion as it unfolds itself in Boston from 
day to day as one might wish, but it is 
not improper to suggest that the action 
by the District Attorney exercising the 
tremendous power which he has, has 
evéry appearance of being a back-fire 
started by one who has been brouglit to 
bay, and, in the last ditch, resorts to afiy 
and every means at his command to 
defeat those who are arrayed against 
him. Wemay expect more and possibly 
worse things than this, before the last 
chapter is written in the rapidly develop- 
ing warfare in and about Boston courts.
